prises whc has been iixlicted on 
fraud and theft charges. 
Dr. J, A. Jachimczyk of Hous­ 
ton, who studied the exhumed 
body of Marshall, made his final 
autop.sy reprvrt Thursday to Dist 
Judge John Barron. 
The physician expressed belief 
that M ar^all, shot live times with 
a .22 caliber bolt action rifle, was 
murdered but said, “There is the 
barest 
possibility 
of 
suicide,’’ 
Judge Barron related. 
Dr. Jachimczyk also said there 
was evidence 
Marshall’s 
blood 
contained 30 per cent carbon mon­ 
oxide at the time he died last 
June 3. Judge Barron said the 
pathologist estimated 35 to 40 per 
cent carbfMi monoxide—the gas m 
exhaust fumes from an automo­ 
bile—could cause death.

He discussed the revolutions 
earlier in the century, tlw- dic­ 
tatorship of Fulgencio Batista, 
and the rise of Castro, a univers­ 
ity student wlio developed an anti- 
Batista organization which invad­ 
ed Cuba and waged g u e r r i l l a 
warfare in the hills. 
Ma.skeU said the bribery and 
corniption of the Batista regime 
brought public support f o r the 
Castro group, so that the dictator 
and his aides had to flee the coun­ 
try. 
He told of the per^iasitm of 
various Army commanders to join 
the Castro movement, and toeir 
later execution or impri.sonment. 
The new Castro administration 
confiscated the property of the 
top moneyed classes, claiming 
connection with Batista, then re­ 
moved second echelon of rocio 
economic teaders. 
This left the middle class, “i 
group of stability,” where doctors 
and professional men found them­ 
selves losing out to state-cmtroll- 
ed agenci« 5. 'The flight of the mid 
die class then began, and Cuba 
now has become a nation of peas­ 
ants and older people unable to 
depart, the speaker said. 
Changes in the educatiwi pro­ 
gram indoctrinated children with 
Castroism, Maskell said. Indus- 


ic hotheads with no expenence, 
and many plants and businessies 
failed as communist officials be­ 
hind the scenes looked tm. 
Then the communists moved in. 
took over the industries and other 
administration 
programs 
a n d 
were m charge. Agriculture plans 
fell through, and tfw state took 
over complete control of the press 
and radio so Cuba was behind a 
“Sugar Cane Curtain,” similar to 
Russia’s Iron Curtain. 
Every city block has its inform­ 
er for the government, and chil­ 
dren are taught to spy on their 
parents. Maskell reported. Every 
one leaving Cuba has to pay $100 
in American dollars, and cannot 
take any money or extra cloth 
ing other than underwear, hand­ 
kerchiefs and socks. 
“Sli^ans in the waiting rooms 
iasult those about to leave Cuba, 
so that one’s last visit to the land 
is an imhappy one,” he said. 
,Asked how the Catholic Church, 
a leading influence in Cuba, had 
been restrained, Maskell said the 
church had 
r e c e i v e d large 
amounts of money from the Ba­ 
tista government for schools and 
church p r o j e c t s , and Castro’s 
propangandizing had been able to 
link the church and Batista in the 
jHiblic’s mind. 
Questioned on w hy Castro’s 
communist ties had not been rec­ 
ognized earlier, the speaker said 
Castro was known to be a red 
since he took part in the Bogota 
uprising. 
Maskell said “Everyone did a 
lot of wishful thinking, believing 
that the nation’s top leaders would 
be able to control Castro once 
he came down from the hi l l s . 
But he was able to control them.” 
When will Castroi.sm end “It 
is about ended, but Communism 
in Latin America is here to stay.
